Frosts "and threatened frosts 
have kept Glades growers in .a 
dither during^the past seven or 
eight days. While cold spells and 
more cóld spells-predicted almost 
nightly it has been an effort for 
farmers to get enough sleep to 
carry on their work. Many of 
them have been busy building fires 
in the fields to protect their crops 
from the cold and others just 
naturally couldn't got to bed while 
the.frost threatened. 

Frost and cold weather on 
Monday: morning.of this week did 
approximately 25 per cent. damage 
to growing crops in.the Lake sec- 
tion. The Belle Glade and South 
Bay areas were harder hit .this 
time than were. the sections in 
and around Pahokee.
